REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


“There is a river, the streams whereof shall make glad the city 
of God, the holy place of the tabernacles of the most High. God is 
in the midst of her; she shall not be moved; God shall help her, and 
that right early.” The Psalmist reminds us of the great truth that 
God’s own Church is the object of His special care, His “most special 
providence.” He has provided a River whose streams are. outwardly, 
the Written Word and the Sacraments, and, inwardly, the grace of 
the Holy Spirit. The streams bring refreshment, quickening, nourish- 
ment, and the blessings of life, strength, and health. Of this the 
Church has been humbly and gratefully aware. But the Church at 
times has neglected to recall these other things concerning itself, 
namely, that the living God’s dwelling-place is in His Church (“in the 
midst of her”). Moreover He promises that the powers of hell shall 
not prevail against her (“she shall not be moved“), and that she shall 
have prompt and efficacious help in every _ of need. Here, indeed, 


is Hope and Strength for us. 


The Evangelical 1 nod in the Central States has taken 
her place at the side of her sister synods in the United Lutheran 
Church in America. She is today the legal successor of her progen- 
itors; but likewise she is their spiritual heir, receiving unto her- 
self the Faith committed to her and the shining history of sacrifice, — 
toil, and heroism and all the numerous achievements that marked the 
history of the past. May the child, even as the parents, ever bear 
uppermost in mind and heart, that the Church is of God—— 


“God is in the midst of her; she Wom Bet be moved, 
God shall help her, and that right easly. 


Our Synod faces the bature with confidante and courage. That 
future is as bright as the promises of God. With faith in God, trust. 
in His promises, and love of Him and of one another, let us go for- 


ward in Jesus Christ. 


The Convention Church 


Our host to this historic convention is a 6 lady, now in 
her ninety-seventh year. Despite her advanced years Kountze Mem- 
orial Church is today filled with life, vigor, and zeal as never before 
in her long history. The Rev. Henry Welty Kuhns, D.D., the pioneer 
Lutheran pastor in this area, organized this, the first Lutheran con- 
gregation west of the Missouri River, in 1858. From the beginning 
to the present moment the congregation has been led by able and 
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heroic servants of God. The number of its members has grown and 

multiplied until the congregation in points of size is one of the large 

Lutheran congregations of our land. Its influence and name have > 
spread far and wide. It has been the mother of congregations. Its 

works of Christian charity have notably distinguished it. It has sent 

many into the full-time service of the Church and provided lay lead- 

ership for the whole Church. To the Rev. Walter H. Traub, D. D., * 
the pastor of this congregation since 1931, who in a time of trial in 

the congregation assumed leadership, and who under God led 

congregation to a fulfillment of the promise that the glory of 
latter house shall be greater than the former”, and to the Rev.

One of the major decisions of this convention will be one which 
concerns the future of our college. The time has come when certain 
| _-yvital needs of the college must be faced squarely by the Church. 
CHEY answered the question once and for all whether the United 
Lutheran Church was going to stay in the field of Christian Higher 
Education. Unfortunately, as many then saw, CHEY did not set its 
goals high enough. As a result throughout the United Lutheran 
Church today there are a number of “little CHEYS.” Secular higher * 
education is able to offer numerous material advantages. Christian 
higher education offers “the Difference” Jesus Christ; and our 
church colleges and their teachers are dedicated to the proposition 
that without the Divine Revelation of the Holy Scriptures man can a 
come to no true knowledge of himself, life or the universe. Is 
Christian higher education needed? If it is, then it is the church’s 
responsibility to see that it is maintained, preserved and advanced. 


Evangelism 


The major preoccupation of the Church will be in the area of 
evangelism in 1956-57. This will undoubtedly affect every congrega- 
tion and every person in our Synod. It will have a profound effect 
on the life of the church for decades to come. We consider it there- 
fore a privilege to have at our convention, the Rev. C. Franklin Koch, 
D. D., executive secretary of the Board of Social Missions, U. L. C. A., 
which board will have responsibility for this vast endeavor. 


Refugees 


The next few months in America are of extreme importance in 
the effort to secure assurances, through Lutheran Refugee Service, 
for a minimum of fifteen thousand refugees. Government officials 
have said (note this!) that emigration to the United States of refugees 
now in Germany and Austria will depend upon the efforts of Luth- 
eran Refugee Service. We hope this subject is the deep concern * 
of our people and that many of our congregations will help.

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Stewardship 


It is a pleasure to thank all of our pastors and people for their 
continuing interest in stewardship in response to the Love of God and 
the Needs of the Church in the fulfillment of its Divine Commission. 
But Stewardship must command not only our interest, but our 
thoughts, prayers, and energies. Unless the church has a thorough 

hip consciousness, it must of necessity fail and fail again to 
do that which God calls it clearly and unmistakably to do. It is our 
hope that our Central States Synod shall attain at least 100% of our 
apportionment in 1955. It is distressing to think that others should

We speak of this only be- 
cause there are cases where the salary could easily and without harm 
to the congregation be raised to provide at least a modest living. A 
congregation which can and does not offer a living income to its pas 
tor is doing injury to itself as well as the whole —— “The labor- 
er is worthy of his hire,” says our Lord. 185

As far as could be ascertained our New Synod has 182 congre- 
gations, including non-synodical congregations. In figuring the 
total benevolences of all congregations reporting, we find that 97% 
of the congregations reported figures far in excess of the figures 
received by the synodical treasurer. These extra benevolences 
have been listed in a separate rubric, called “benevolences other- 
wise.” This total adds up to the tremendous sum of $98,441.00. 


One hundred and forty-eight pastors are serving our congrega- 
tions. Two are chaplains in the armed forces of our country. 
Fourteen are professors, teachers and general workers. Eight are 
foreign Missionaries. The retired and emeritus pastors in our 
synod number thirty-five. Six are inactive or unemployed; and two 

are on leave of absence. Thus there is a total of 215 pastors on 
the roll of our synod. We are not certain that the above figures in . 
this paragraph are correct. This is due to the lack of information 
and acquaintance as relating to the entire field of the new synod. 
One hundred seventy-one congregations use the English language. 
Ten use German and English and one uses the Latvian language. 


Seventy-four of our congregations are located either in rural 
areas or in villages of five hundred population or under. Forty-five 
are located in towns from 500 to 2,499 in population. Twenty con- 
gregations are located in cities ranging from 2,500 to 9,999 in popu- 
lation. Eighteen congregations are located in cities ranging from 
10,000 to 24,999, in population. Five congregations are located in 
cities ranging from 25,000 to 99,999 in population. And twenty 
congregations are found in cities having a population of 100,000 or 


Seventeen of our congregations did not submit parochial re- 
ports for 1954. However, several of the last year’s figures of the 
last reports of these congregations as well as this year’s benevol- 
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ences have been added into our synodical totals. Far too many re- 
ports came in after the dead-line, January 31st, 1955. One report 
came in on the 23rd of March . This makes it very difficult to 
finish the compilation by the 15th of March. Please send your re- 
ports so that they will reach the statistician not later than February 


Sth. This will be a tremendous aid in the final compilation. 


I would conclude this first statistical report of the Central 
States Synod with the words of a certain statistician written a few 
years ago. Quote: “To a pastor with a warm heart and a clear 
vision, numbers are not a gripe or an irksome chore. The numbers 
in the Parish Register and on the parochial report sheet bring a 
benediction. Can you list with unmoved hearts the number of 
children brought to God at your font? Do you with dry eyes record 
the adult baptisms, when they include that fine young husband who 
has never before found Christ? Is there anything cold about. put- 
ting down $50,000.00 as Church property value for a congregation 
that has dedicated a building after years of dreams and sacrifices? 
Every name in our parishes registers is a soul over whom the Good 
Shepherd has made us His under-shepherd. May we never think of 
our parish register as a tiresome chore, but spiritual bookkeeping 
to thrill our souls, Well kept parish registers are a witness to the 
world of the moving of the Holy Ghost in the hearts of people 


whose lives the Gospel has touched. 


We are all interested in the 1 strength of our new 
synod. Our total baptized membership is 82,719 and our total con- 
firmed membership is 56,858. Our baptized accessions in 1954 were 
1951 and our confirmed accessions were 1515. We have a total en- 
rollment in our 176 Sunday Schools of 22,664. Of this number only 
7928 attended vacation Bible schools. Our total property valuation 
pl ar cay ; and our congregations have an indebtedness of 


An item of deep concern should be, that 15,262 confirmed, did 
not commune during 1954. We have 88 Brotherhoods with '2104 
members. Less than half of our congregations have Brotherhood 
organizations. The average membership of organizations is 23. 
There are 320 women’s organizations with an enrollment of 11,819, 
with an average of more than 36 members in each organization. The 
potential man-power of our synod has * begun to move and exert 


itself. 


Another item ot concern should bel that although there are 199 
Young People’s organizations, more than twice as many as men’s 
organizations, the Young People’s organizations have an enroll- 
ment of only 3918, or an average of 4 


There will be discrepancies in the expenditures between the 
U.L.C.A. Year Book and our annual report for 1954. This is due to 


the fact that there was a transfer of the synodical treasurers’ books 


of the three former synods to our present treasurer. We will show 
no break-downs in the rubrics of Education, Foreign Missions, and 


American Missions. The break-downs which will be found in the 
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U.L.C.A. Year Book, were made by Dr. 9 and were received 
too late to inelude them in our compilation. Thus the items of ex- 
penditures which will be found in the U.L. C. A. Lear Book will vary 
with our figures in our next annual report. The figures of Ap- 
portioned Benevolence will be the same in both reports. ö 


In order that the request of ous chief statistician may be met,

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON HOME MISSIONS 


The committee met three times since the organizing conven 


tion, September 16, 1954, at Kansas City, December 2, 1954 at 
Lincoln, and March 3, 1955 at Omaha. At the first meeting the 
committee organized itself by appointing the president of Synod as 
chairman and the Rev. Hugo Welchert as secretary. 


The committee has been keenly conscious of having inherited 
a strong missionary tradition. It has had to set for itself, however, 
its own patterns of procedure, and to develop its own skills for 
analysis and evaluation. It has entered upon its responsibilities 
enthusiastically and with a committee personnel consisting of mem- 


bers with a sound knewledge of the —— of the territory. 
and a broad background of experience. 


This report contains first, items of general interest; and second, 
a brief resume concerning each mission congregation. 


NEW MISSIONS 
Applying for admission at this convention are two new missions: 


Ascension, Tulsa, Oklahoma, organized April 3rd with 70 con- 


firmed charter members, and 124 baptized eee by 3 
Fred Henkel. 
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Reformation, Kansas City, Missouri, organized April 3 with 74 
confirmed charter members, and 112 baptized members, by Mission- 
ary Robert Schlichter. 


NEW FIELDS ENTERED 
We have entered the following new fields during the past year: 


Ralston, Nebraska: Missionary Heinz Ritzen began work in 
this community on December 1, 1954. The work is progressing very 
well and organization day should not be too far off. As of April 
Ist, 1955 about 40 persons have signed as charter members. Ser- 
vices and Sunday School are regularly conducted in a vacated pub 
lic school that is excellently adapted for our use. 


Broken Bow, Nebraska. Missionary O. Robert Hibbeler began 
work in this field on February Ist, 1955.

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CHURCH EXTENSION LOANS 


As of the beginning of 1954 fifteen salary aid missions had a 
total of $284,717 in church extension loans. It was impossible this 
year to get an accurate tabulation and correlation of these loans, 
but it is hoped to produce a chart on this for the 1956 report that 
will reveal the status of and activity on each loan. 


SYNODICAL MISSIONS 


A number of congregations are considered “Synodical Missions” 
in that they are granted some type of aid out of the budgeted 
amounts assigned to this committee, but are not aided by the Board 
of American Missions. Some of these are in rural areas which 
would fail for a continuing ministry, but for the aid granted by 
synod. In addition to the foregoing congregations, there are a 
number of “Board Missions” in which Synod enters the picture by 
supplementing the aid granted by the Board. The monthly expendi- 
ture for both of these types of synodical missions is heavy. It calls 
for the fullest support of the apportionment in each congregation, 
for this reason if for no other, that the church’s witness may be 
heard in many areas where there is limited opportunity for growth, 
and that the church may provide an unfailing ministry to conserve

STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Stewardship Committee is committed to serve the synod in 
accordance with the constitution. Its duty is to stress Christian 
stewardship in harmony with the Word of God and to encourage the 
practice of such within the life of the congregations, the synod and 
the institutions on the territory. 


It is with a deep sense of humility and grave responsibility we 
work, plan and strive to cultivate scriptural giving as well as dumm, 
stration of the tremendous trust placed in all of us within the Church 
of Jesus Christ. 


Your committee met six times to plan and select such methods 
and materials which they believed would build stewardship princi. 
ples and practices within the hearts of our people. 


The large majority of congregations are now familiar with some 
of the materials and methods presented. Thirty-five thousand copies 
of the booklet What Shall I Render Unto the Lord for All His Bene 
fits“ were printed. Over twenty-eight thousand went into circulsetion 


within the congregations.

1 hood of the Central States Synod has a membership of 64 active Con- 
gregational Brotherhoods with an approximate membership of 1280 
men. There are about eleven inactive organizations and several 
Brotherhoods not affiliated with the Synodical Group. There are 
many congregations without Brotherhoods and many Brotherhoods 
with a very small membership. 


In February a Men’s Work Survey Sheet was sent to all Pastors 

of Synod. At this writing 46 sheets have been returned by 45 

Pastors. In those 46 congregations there are 34 Brotherhoods with 

838 members or approximately 27 per cent of the communicant mem- 

bership. Twelve congregations did not have Brotherhoods but eight 

of the twelve were contemplating to organize such a men’s organiza- 
tion sometime this year. Think of it, only 27 per cent of the men are 

members of the Brotherhood. This is the Challenge before us. To 

raise the membership figure to 50 per cent. If we are true Christian 

Stewards and Evangelists we certainly should be able to attain this 


figure. 


The new enthusiasm and faith in the Brotherhood was demon- 
strated at the Convention at Atlanta when the men pledged their et- 
forts to: Win 10,000 New and Lapsed members during the coming * 
biennium and to organize a minimun of 125 New Brotherhoods dur- 
ing 1955 and 1956. N 


We therefore ask for the co-operation of the Pastors and men of 
our great Synod to accomplish our goal of 2000 Brotherhood members 
by the end of 1955. In this great challenge we do not ask our men 
to go out and ring doorbells but merely ask the man that sits beside 
him in the pew on Sunday mornings to come to the next Brotherhood 
meeting. Increasing our membership means “sharing the wealth of 

Christian Fellowship.” 


We have not received an invitation for the Annual Convention 
but the date is set for September 27th, 1955 and Merwyn C. Fuss, 
president of the ULCA Brotherhood, will be our guest speaker. 


We thank God for this new auxiliary of the Synod and Pray for 
increased interest and growth in Brotherhood work.

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COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL MISSIONS 


The Social Missions Committee of the Evangeli Lutheran 
Synod in the Central States has three areas of work igned to it 
by the Constitution of Synod, which coincide with the fields of ser- 
vice rendered by the Board of Social Missions of the United Luther- 
an Church in America. These areas are, Inner Missions, Evangelism, 
and Social Action. The service which the Committee can and is 
willing to render may be defined under three categories: Gathering 
Information, Giving Information, and Suggesting Action. 


The institutions and agencies for Inner Mission work which are 
on the territory are under the direction of their respective Boards, 
and these Boards are responsible to the various Synods which co- 
operate in this work. The members of our Synod which are on these 
official Boards are directly responsible to the Central 
States Synod. However, the Social Missions Committee will seek 
to promote in a general way the work of Christian love in works of 
mercy and also help pastors and members of congregations to become 
informed of services available. 


The Committee has in its first months of existence concentrated 
its main efforts upon the field of Evangelism. January 20 and 21, 
it held a School of Evangelism at Midland College, Fremont, for 
Conference Social Missions Committees, Conference Officers, and 
the Synodical Social Missions Committee and any other interested 
persons. Tbe Board of Social Missions of the U. L. C. A. assisted 
by helping to arrange the program so that it would be in conformity 
with their Evangelism efforts of 1956-57. We are grateful for the 
presence of the Reverend Dale Click, from the Board at the School 
and the other fine inspirational speakers we had from our own 
territory. Following the School, Workshops throughout Synod were 
arranged so that the inspiration from the School could reach into 
every congregation. | 


The Committee also asked for, and received, a Grant-in-Aid from 
the Board of Social Missions to partially support our Synod’s share 


of the cost of the Nebraska Lutheran Social Service Chaplaincy work 
in the Omaha area hospitals. 


The Committee is meeting quarterly, and plans to maintain the 
emphasis on Evangelism. The field of Social Action will be develop- 
ed as we find the areas in which the strength of Synod can be 
focused to bring the greatest impact upon the territory which it 
serves.

REPORT OF DIRECTORS 
OF TABITHA HOME 


His providence has bestowed so much upon us this past year, as — 
report will reveal. | 


Certainly a very viel challenge has faced us in 1954. To meet 
the needs of so many aged people making application for admission 
was not possible. By prayer and careful study of applications we 
have made every effort to meet the most pressing needs. 


A challenge is faced as we see our family with an average age 
of 80½ years. This increasing average age brings added problems. 
With increased age comes need for added care and attention. More 


invalids and bedfast cases develop and then the problem of caring 


for the senile is most difficult. With consecration and prayer the 
staff has faced the challenge and met it nobly. 


The report on the Children’s Department indicates that we have 
met needs that were very real and have done much for the fuller 
Christian growth of the children in our care. | 


The challenge has teen met not only by the Tabitha Staff, but 


by many friends who have remembered our needs through gifts. The 
cash gifts were generous, the blessed ingathering at harvest time 


helped stock our pantry, and gifts of sundries and furnishings by . 


Auxiliaries of Synods and congregations have added much. 


We are most grateful for bequests that 8 made it 1 


to expand our program. A New Staff Building was made possible 
with the bequest from Emma Collins. This bequest is valued at 
$110,000. Other bequests have made possible the adding of needed 
equipment and also e the balance in the Memorial Building 


AGED DEPARTMENT 


Tabitha Home cared for 99 Aged people during the year 1984 
At the beginning of 1954 our family numbered 81, and during the 
year we received 18 new guests, ie., 12 women and 6 men. During 
this year 15 left the Home and of these, 5 were taken in death and 10 
entered either into private nursing homes or the home of some mem- 
ber of their family. At the close of the year, our total population 
was 84 (54 women and 30 men). 


It is interesting to note the age range represented in our Aged 
Department at the beginning of 1955. Seven guests are under 65 
years of age; 77 are over 65 years, and of these 77, 16 women and 6 
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men are 85 years of age or older. There are 6 women and 2 men age 
90 or over. Fourteen guests are recipients of O. A. A. Fifty-one of 
them are Lutheran. During the year 29,653 days care were furnish- 
ed our aged folks. 


CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 


On January 1, 1954, the total number of children under care 
within the institution was 26. They were 11 girls and 15 boys, 
ranging in age from 2% to 18% years. In addition to this number 
we also have kept in contact with six others who are in private 
homes, either their own, free boarding, or prospective adoptive 
homes. This made a total of 32 at the beginning of the year. We 
then received 13 new children, (5 girls and 8 boys) making a total of 
45 who received care during the year 1954. This number represent- 


ed 18 families and a total of 9,680 days care. 


During this year, 20 children were dismissed from our institu- 
tional care. Of these, one adoption became final in August; another 
boy was graduated from high school, and is now in the army, while 
the other 18 went back into the home of a parent or into that of a 


relative. 


Our total number of children under care on January 1, 1955, is 
25, with 19 of these being within the institution, and ranging in 


‘age from three to twelve years with one boy of 18, who is to gradu- 


ate from high school in June. Classified as to Church affiliation our 


numbers run: ULC, Nebraska Synod 26; Midwest Synod 2; ALC 6; 


and Non-Lutheran 11. 
Although most of our Child Caring and Child Placing Agencies 


and institutions are not running up to capacity at this time, Tabitha 


Home according to our State Child Welfare Department is well up in 
the percentage of children cared for in comparison. Better housing 
facilities and more available day care centers for the younger children 
of working mothers has made it easier for families to keep together. 


PROPERTY IMPROVEMENTS 


The past year has shown real progress in property improvements. 
Outstanding of course is the building of a home for our Staff. This 
building will have rooms for 20 members of the staff and in addition 
there are two apartments that may be used for a chaplain and for 
a maintenance man. This building is of the finest construction and 
will furnish adequate and comfortable quarters for staff members 
that live on the grounds. The cost of the building when completed 
will be $113,215.00. There will be added cost for furnishings and 
landscaping. The date for dedication has not been set, but will like- 
ly be some time early in May. We are grateful to Almighty God 
that this fine building has been made possible by the gifts of one 
of his servants. 


_ Improvements have been made on the parsonage and on farm 
buildings. Every effort is being made to keep property in first 
class condition. 
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THE TABITHA STAFF 


The increased need for care at Tabitha 3 has demanded in- 
creased staff. We now have three on the night staff and it is likely 
that this will soon have to be increased. As the staff moves into 
the new home, more age? people will be admitted and this calls 


for more staff. 
THE TABITHA FARM 


The report of the auditors indicates that our operations were in 
line with other farms in this area. The extremely dry summer did 


not enable us to show a profit.

Nebraska Lutheran Social Service was organized January 17, 
1951. 


In Article 11 of the constitution of NLSS we read: “The 
purpose shall be to serve as a common social association for National 
‘Lutheran Council bodies operating in Nebraska, to develop and ad- 
minister programs of Christian social service as needs are demon- 
strated and resources permit.” 


The following Lutheran bodies participate in the work of the 
agency: The Evangelical Lutheran Synod in the Central States, of 
the United Lutheran Church in America; The Central District of 
American Lutheran Church; The Nebraska District of the Uni 
Evangelical Lutheran Church; the South Dakota District of the 

Evangelical Lutheran. Church; and District Seven of the American 
Evangelical Lutheran Church. Six clergymen and two laymen rep- 
resent the Central States Synod on the Board of Directors of NLSS. 


At present Nebraska Lutheran Social Service is concerned with 
supporting, sustaining, and serving those who are in need of spiritual 
ministry while in hospitals and penal institutions in Nebraska. The 
opportunities for evangelism among the unchurched” While serving 
the ill are unlimited. 


The work of the agency is supported financially by an annual 
free-will offering as set forth in the Constitution of NLSS. One 
Sunday in October is set aside for such an appeal. This Sunday is 
designated, Nebraska Lutheran Social Service Sunday. Promotional 
materials are provided by the agency together with offering en- 
velopes. Funds for this needy service of mercy come 
as an offering, as a congregational gift, or gifts 

ly to the treasurer of MSS by individuals. 


Prior to the merging of synods both the Nebraska and Midwest 
Synod placed this cause in their budget each year. We strongly 
urge that this practice be continued until such a time as all Ne- 
braska churches remit funds for this cause.

No officer shall serve after December 31 of the yar in which he has 
reached the age of 68 years, except that an officer who reaches the 
age of 68 years in a non-convention year may serve until December 31 
of the next convention year. Subject to this proviso each convention 
shall elect by ballot one such officer for a term of six years and he 
shall be eligible for election for additional terms, except that all of 
such officers shall be elected by the convention at the first meeting 
following the effective date of this Section with terms as follows: 
Treasurer — 2 years; Secretary — 4 years; President — 6 years. 
Officers shall be subject to recall or dismissal as provided in the By- 
Laws. The officers shall take office on the first day of the third 
month after their election. In the event of a vacancy in one of the 
offices of the Church the Executive Board shall fill the vacancy for a 
term to expire December 31 of the year of the next convention; in the 
event of the retirement of an officer on age before the expiration 
of his term of office his suecessor shall be elected for the unexpired 
term at the convention next preceding the date of his retirement. 


ARTICLE IX 
Officers 


Section 2. The President of the Church shall be its leader and 
counsellor in matters spiritual and temporal. He shall be the chief 
representative of the Church. He shall be the chief executive officer 
of the Church and shall preside at all sessions of the convention; 
he shall appoint standing committees and special committees not 
otherwise provided for; he shall see that the Constitution is observed 
and that resolutions are carried out; he shall sign all official docu- 
ments that may require the signature of the President of the Church; 
he shall discharge such other duties as are delegated to him by the 
Convention or the Executive Board; he shall supervise and direct the 
carrying out of the policies and decisions of the Church made in con- 
vention and by the Executive Board, and shall have oversight of the 
activities of the office of Secretary and of the office of Treasurer. 
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ARTICLE 1X 
| Officers 


Section 3. The Secretary shall be the recording and statistical 
officer of the Church and the custodian of the official seal; he shall 
attest all documents of the body and shall publish the time and place 
of the next meeting at least two months in advance. In case of a 
special meeting he shall give written notice thereof to the President 


of each of the Synods immediately upon the issue of the call and 


shall publish the same at least thirty days in advance of the meeting. 
ARTICLE 1X 
Officers 
Section 4. The Treasurer shall be the chief fiscal officer of 


the Church. He shall receive and disburse all moneys and keep an 


account of all his transactions. He shall make disbursements only 
upon the order of the President attested by the Secretary. He shall 
make disbursements only upon the counter signature of such officers, 
officers or staff member as may from time to time be designated by 
the Executive Board. He shall be required to give corporate surety 
in the amount determined by the Executive Board, the premium 
therefor to be paid by the Church. He may give written advice on 
financial policies to boards, agencies and auxiliaries and make report 
of such advice to the next convention of the Church. He shall sub- 
mit to the convention of the Church and to the Executive Board re- 
ports of the financial affairs of the Church. 


ARTICLE x! 


The Executive Board 


Section 1. The Executive Board of The United Lutheran Church 
in America, which shall also be its Board of Trustees, shall consist of 
the President, the Secretary, and the Treasurer of the Church, who 
shall be the officers of the Executive Board, together with nine 
ministerial and nine lay members, who shall be elected by the con- 
vention for a term of four years.

No mem- 
ber of a board shall be a salaried employee thereof. Staff personnel 
of all boards and agencies shall be elected for a term of six years 
and shall be eligible for election for additional terms, except that 
no salaried member of the executive staff of a board, agency or aux- 
iliary shall serve after December 31 of the year in which he has 
reached the age of 68 years. Staff members shall be subject to recall 
or dismissal on six months notice by action of the electing body 


‘taken at a meeting presided over by the President of the Church 


or his representative.

Section 6. Each auxiliary of the Church shall have the right 
to appoint an advisory member to each board of the Church, with the 
exception of the Executive Board.

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REPORT ON MIDLAND COLLEGE 


1954 at Midland has been a stimulating year with increased ac- 
tivity in many quarters. It was a year of enlargement of our acade- 
mic and counseling activities, expansion of our physical facilities, a 
deepening of our Christian purpose and the attainment of financial 
stability. In this regard, the increasing interest on the part of our 
supporting synods in the work of the College as an arm of the 
Church is indeed gratifying. Deep, therefore, is our thanks to all 
who shared in giving Midland the opportunity for service. Thanks 
especially to God for all His manifest and manifold gifts to this 
College. 


Midland College opened its 68th year in September 1954 with 
an enrollment of 375 students. This represents an 11% increase 
over the preceding year. We feel rather encouraged not only with 
an increase in the number of students, but with their spirit of friend- 
liness and ccoperation, and their eagerness for a sound education. 
This is the first year that our freshman class compares favorably 
with the average preparation of freshmen on the national level. 


Visitor after visitor to the campus remarks upon the friendli- 
ness and helpfulness of Midland students and faculty. Dr. Reuben 
K. Youngdahl publicly stated that he found Midland College to be 
the most friendly campus he had ever visited.” Truly Midland is 
a wonderful family with which to be associated. And, here I 
Should like to pay tribute in abundant measure to a well trained, 
consecrated and cooperative faculty and staff. Upon them rests the 
burden of challenging these young people that they may not only 
learn how to make a living, but how to live a Christian life. For, 
one element of our program is to strengthen the faith of all young 
people on the campus and to encourage them to be more active in 
the life of their home congregation, particularly when they are out 
of college and settled in a community. A number of Midland students 
now serve as officers in the Luther League on the state and national 
level and as caravaners across the Church at home and abroad. 


Midland College is but an arm of the local congregation in its 
parish ministry as we deal with that portion of the parish who are 
away at college. Each student at the College is therefore required 
to take courses in Christianity and philosophy and to attend daily 
chapel. Midland continues to believe that a large part of her unique- 
ness lies in her steady effort to help every student understand that 
no education is complete unless it includes opportunities for each 
328 call of the Christ upon his life and for each to answer 


The Board of Trustees, believing in this aim and being desirous 
of raising the spiritual level still higher, will call a full time chap- 
lain before September, 1955, whose responsibility it will be to serve 
as the spiritual advisor of all students. . N 


Our chapel services are most helpful in lifting the general level 
of spiritual life on the campus. Our Religious Emphasis week and 
Careers Week this year was more attractive than usual, dealing with 
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the practical side of religion, the application to the lives of students 


in their classrooms, their school activities, their life work. 


The College is trying to personalize its work spiritually and aca- 


demically. Graduate schools welcome Midland trained students as 


acceptable candidates. Mr. Phil Hefner, a graduate with the Class 


of 1954, was selected as a Fulbright Scholar and is now pursuing 
his graduate work at Tubingen, Germany. In December three stu- 
dents applied for admission to the Nebraska University Medical School 


and all three were accepted. The faculty counseling system is opera- 


ting successfully and thus accounts for a higher achievement and for 
a lower mortality than was previously noticed. Mr. Lloyd TeSelle, 
Superintendent of Schools at Fremont, Nebraska, at a public meet- 
ing in December stated, “I am very happy with the quality of students 
on your campus who come to our schools for practice teaching. We 
are very much impressed by their abilities 1 their . This 
was not true some years ago.” | 


Financially, things have been 3 to make us glad. There 


is still need for the securing of a greater number of private gifts to 
the College and a more liberal annual giving on the part of the 


alumni. Most heartening of all has been the larger giving of the 
Church. Since Midland is a Church college, it must look to the 
Church for its chief support. Once again our hearty thanks to the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod in the Central States for its support. 


As a result of the increased support and stringent economies in- 
troduced into the College program, we have balanced our budget 


for the past year. This is a victory of no small achievement and 


calls for rejoicing on the part of our constituency. Our needs do, 
however, continue to be great. The competition of other colleges 
is becoming increasingly more acute. Nevertheless, Midland has 
turned in the proper direction and needs only to accelerate its pro- 
gress to achieve financial stability and strength. | | 


We urge that pastors make very effort to interest young men 
and women in Midland. We want our percentage of Lutheran 
students to remain high. We want to challenge our Lutheran 
students. Pastors and alumni can help tremendously in this, and 


we earnestly solicit that help. The College provides a sound academic > 


education in a friendly Christian atmosphere. You need not hesi- 
tate to recommend it. 


In this report we wish again to express our deep gratitude to 
all who participate in the Christian Higher Education Year Appeal, 
which brought our much needed library out of the dream world in- 
to the World of reality. It has been a marvelous addition to our 
campus and to our facilities. 1954 also saw the purchase of a home 
away from the campus for the President of the College. The move 
permitted the space formerly used as the President’s apartment to 
be converted into an enlarged and much improved Student Union 
and Faculty Lounge. But there are still needs that continue to be 


demanding. 
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The Board of Trustees would tell you that all of us deeply ap- 
preciate the very kind and generous assistance of the Board of Edu- 
cation and the cooperative and helpful spirit of its Executive Secre- 
tary, Dr. Gould Wickey. He has met with the Board from time 


time and his counsel has been most helpful.

In the near future we must plan to put an addition to our wo- 0 * 
men’s dormitory. Within the foreseeable future other buildings 
must likewise be erected upon the campus. A campaign for capital 
funds over the next few years will not only ensure the perpetuation 
of an institution which has served the Church for almost three- 
quarters of a century and which has developed many distinguished 
lay and clerical leaders, but it will demonstrate the faith of the 


Church in the cause of Christian higher education, in the indepen- - : 
dent college, and in the identity of the College as a church institu- 
tion. 
Unless we have effective Church colleges, the youth of the ‘ . 


Church must be educated in secular institutions. These secular in- 
stitutions and their facilities have no commitment and no compulsion 
to show God as the center and mainspring of daily life. They per- 
' form no real evangelistic function. Their faculties are not required 
to be positively Christian. By contrast the Church college is the fore- 
front of the Church’s far reaching program of evangelism and 
missionary endeavor. 


If we fail to carry on this endeavor not only will our Church lose 
impetus, but we will weaken the way of life, founded on Christian 
principles of democracy which has made it possible for our Church 1 0 
to survive and to progress. 


In the leadership ot students trained in a Christian College lies 
the hope of a better nation. Let us appreciate the privilege and 
responsibility of owning a Church college.

Of the National Lutheran Council students at the University about 
one-half are ULC, nearly one-fourth ALC, approximately one-fourth 
Augustana. The ministry to students in Lincoln is, therefore, of ma- 
jor interest to the Central States Synod. 


The Lutheran Student Foundation has two properties in Lincoln. 
The capital investment as of January 1, 1955, in the Lutheran Student 
House is $125,257.02 including lots and furnishings. There is a loan 
against the center in the amount of $13,000.00.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PENSIONS 


The response to the amendment of the constitution of the con- 
tributary Pension Plan lifting congregation contribution from 4% to 


8% of a member’s total salary, has had a large response. The Board 
of Pensions requests that in 1955 everyone in official capacity urge 
all congregations to enter. The sole purpose of this increase is to 
provide larger pensions. The 8% is mandatory for all new members 
whose effective date of membership is January Ist, 1954 or there- 
after (Congregations) (or salary-paying organizations). The required 
member contributions remains at 4%. 90% of all those eligible as 
salary paying organizations are now participating on the new basis. 
During 1954, 246 new members were added to the Contribu — Pen- 
sion Plan. During the same period 278 new members were added 
to the Family Fee Plan.

NEBRASKA LUTHERAN REFUGEE COMMITTEE © 


The Nebraska Lutheran Refugee Committee is the successor to 
the former Lutheran Resettlement Service for Displaced Persons. The 
law under which the latter functioned expired at the end of 1952. 
On August 7, 1953, the new Refugee Relief Act became law, pro- 
viding for 209,000 refugees from iron curtain countries to enter 
the U. S. A. over and above the regular immigration quota for their 
respective countries of origin. There are 26 voluntary agencies 
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through which this act ; implemented. Among these are the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council together with the Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod, along with the Church World Council, the National Catholic 


Welfare Conference, and 7 more. 


On May 21, 1 of the various National Lutheran 
Council churches and the Lutheran Church-Missouri Synod met at 
Lincoln for the purpose of planning the Refugee Relief Service for 
all Lutheran churches in Nebraska. The meeting was held under 


the auspices of the Administrator of the Lutheran Refugee Service, 


Dr. Cordelia Cox of New York: Pastor F. Hefner was elected chair- 
man. A second meeting was held on June 1, 1954, and further or- 
ganization was effected. The members of the Committee, represent- 
ing the different Lutheran bodies, are the following pastors: AL. C., 


F. Hefner, Syracuse, Chairman; Mo. Synod, D. F. Luebke, Walton, 


Secretary; Mo. Synod, Albert Bostelmann, Norfolk; U.L.C.A., Foster 
Cress, Walton; A.E.L.C., Harris A. Jespersen, Marquette; Augustana, 


Elemer J. Lindholm, Funk; U.E.L.C., Ried Neve, Kennard; U.L.C.A., 


Robert E. Shirck, Bennington. At this meeting Pastor M. Schroeder 
was approached to consider acceptance of the Area Directorship for 
the national headquarters suggested trial period of six months. At 
the following meeting, June 15, he accepted. All area directors were 
engaged for this short period in an attempt to test the workability 
of the new law. | 


Fear had been expressed that the’ new law was too complicated 
for its purpose. It had been amended by Congress so much that one 
congressman declared that it was aimed at keeping people out, not 
to bring them in. An editorial in the Lincoln Star declared that the 
law was obstructing itself, and the Christian Century opined that 
the whole set-up is a deliberate fake, basing its judgment on Dr. 


Empie's report to the National Lutheran Council. According to him, 


only 61 refugees had squeezed through by the time of his report. 

However, with some restrictions being re-interpreted or entirely 
removed by the adminstrators of the act in Washington, it is expect- 
ed that the flow of assurances and actual entries in the U. S. will be 
accelerated during the remainder of ve operation 13 the law, end- 
ing December 31, 1956. | 


The six-months experimental pariba now 1 over, early in 
February the N. L. C. and the Lutheran Church-Missouri Synod de- 
cided to continue the joint program of resettlement. Under the agree- 
ment the N.L.C. is to assume 60% of the cost and the Missouri 
Synod 40%, the current organizational structure to continue till 
March 15, 1955. After that, the Refugee Service will still be con- 
ducted as an agency of the N.L.C. and the Missouri Synod, operated 
through their Division of Welfare and Department of Social Welfare, 
respectively, Rev. L. C. Pretty of 28 85 in charge. 


The latest official report, as of 6 3, 1955 credits the 
following number of assurances as received by the New York office 
from this region: Iowa 44, Nebraska 37, Colorado 27, Missouri 25, 
South Dakota 15, North Dakota 13, Texas 12, Kansss 10, Oklahoma 
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3. At the time of writing this report, February 21, Nebraska had 
completed 48 assurances on file. :

REPORT OF THE ARCHIVIST OF SYNOD 


Grace and Peace: 


In December, 1954, after the Executive Board of Synod, upon 
extended deliberation, came to some definite conclusions concern- 
ing certain questions posed by the Archivist concerning placement 
of the Archives and the duties of the Archivist, your appointed 


official took over his duties in January of this year. 


The Executive Board took action on the following items: 
PLACE OF THE ARCHIVE: The Archives shall be: 5 


1. In the Church House, 4823 Douglas Street, Omaha, where 
the Archivist shall have his office. | 


2. In the fireproof ‘vault (formerly owned by the Nebraska 


Synod) in the Central Seminary. The vault shall be the de- 
pository for all historically valuable and irreplaceable ma- 


terial as well as purely personal or confidential material. 


DUTIES OF THE ARCHIVIST: The Archivist shall NOT merely be 
a Custodian of documentary and other historical. material 
entrusted to his care; he shall also act as a Librarian, who 
classifies and catalogs the material in his custody, so as to 
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make information contained therein easily available to 
officers of the Church and to others who inquire. Further, 
he is to be a Collector, who gathers historical and other re- 
levant material which may be tos pecs to the future historian. 


Pursuant to these instructions. your Archivist has established his 
office in the Church House and has transferred the contents of the 
Midwest Synod Archives from Tabitha Home, Lincoln, Nebraska, to 
the Church House, (January 11 and January 28). He has received 
the Archives of the former Kansas Synod from Dr. Geo. Anderson, 
former Archivist and Historian, at Lawrence, Kansas, and has con- 
veyed them to the Church House (February 22). The vault of the 
former Nebraska Synod has been made accessible to your Archivist; 
but so far nothing has been removed. pas
